RFC Head Doesn't Ex- 


pect Entire Sum 


' To be Lent 


Washington —(F)— The adminis- 


tration made $1.500,000,000 available 
to business today for employment- 
producing loans as a part of its 
easy credit, non-inflationary iccov- 
ery policy. 


This sum was offered to industry 


when President Roosevelt instruct- 
ed 
the' Reconstruction 
Finance 


corporation 
to 
resume 
business 


lending. Except for a few railroad 
loans, the RFC had ceased lending 
last October. 


While Chairman Jesse H. Jones 


said 
the 
RFC had $1,500.000.000 


available, he predicted only "a few 
hundred millions" would be lent. 


Meanwhile, the 12 federal reserve 


banks called business' attention to 
their continued ability to make di- 
rect loans to industry. Thev also 
pointed out that the lendable ex- 
cess reserves in the nation's com- 
mercial banks totaled $1,360.000,000. 


Won't Change Course 


While President Roosevelt in dis- j 


cussing economic policy at a press 
conference 
yesterday 
talked

greatest length on his desire for a 
"balanced" price structure, some 
observers held that of more im- 
portance to business was his as- 
surance that he was not planning 
to inflate or revalue the dollar.

mild recovery levers as easy credit, 
the farm act, the RFC, and relief. 


In his discussion, Mr. Roosevelt 


displayed charts showing how pric- 
es and employment have cone up 
and down together in recent years. 
He urged a gradual increase in the 
price of most raw materials and 
some finished products which have 
declined -,sharply because -they are 
sold on a highly competitive-basis. 


Little Effect on Consumer 


Pleading for stable wages. 
the 
president advised industry to cut 
prices of finished goods and thus 
increase volume sales to a point 
where labor cost per unit of output 
would decline without a cut in em- 
ployes' wage rates. 


To the consumer, he pointed out 


living costs would not be affected 
materially by a higher basic com- 
modity price level. 


The R.F.C. loans will be made 


through 28 branch offices through- 
out the country on terms similar to 
those prevailing before lending was 
curtailed last fall. 


Jones said "reasonable" collateral 


requirements—so liberal, he said,

Among other things Mr. Hull stated 


that we need a more extensive military 
force if we are to preserve peace without 
assuming a cowardly or craven attitude 
in the face of arrogant and autocratic ag- 
gression. 


All matters of war and peace aside, 


what a splendid thing it would be for the 
manhood of America if every mother's 
son received a year's military training. 
True, it would empty many pool rooms 
and uncover the soiled walls of shiftless 
and slouching forms whose parents have 
lost control, but it would give all these 
and other youths the great opportunity 
of seeing life from a modern standpoint 
and visioning the wide, green and sun 
kissed avenues of sturdy development. 


But our pacifists would weep and wail, 


our "sisters of disaster" would puF'us all 
with Hitler, and our legislative bodies, 
who know how impotent is a majority 
of our people and how powerful are our 
minorities, would turn their backs upon 
such a scene of healthy manhood to look 
over our packed tubercular institutions 
and gaze upon the slinking forms shifting 
up the alleys. 


Such an extensive army in our great 


democracy would have 
the 
invaluable 


worth of fraternity that is never forgot- 
ten for there is something companionable 
about reveille clear though to the bivouac 
fire that once impressed into human fi- 
bers can never be entirely lost. 


Those wretched forces of misery and 


disaster that are loose in the world are 
cool and calculating in all their endeavors. 
Like the Prussian military machine of 
twenty years ago they will bring to the 
council tables their statement; but Amer- 
ica cannot get an army together in less 
than a year and by that lime we will have 
our objective. 


Training our young men in the method 


of acting together and leading clean and 
wholesome life happens to be good for- 
eign policy but only statesmen of the 
first water like Secretary Hull dare to 
say so. 


THAT PLACE IN THE SUN 


There is worldwide interest 
in 
the 


speech Hitler is going to make to the 
German Reichstag tomorrow. It will deal 
probably with three things in particular: 
First, Hitler's assumption of supreme pow- 
er over the German army, which has 
Ions been semi-independent; second, the 
new understanding Hitler has effected 
with Austria, which is supposed to guar- 
antee again the precarious independence 
of that little neighbor; third, a formal de- 
mand for the return of Germany's lost 
colonies. 


This last item is of most interest to 


Americans. 
Public opinion here doubt- 


Jess favors such a move, not necessarily 
because of sympathy 
with 
Germany, 


which has waned under Hitler, but be- 
cause it looks like the shortest and sim- 
plest way to European peace. 


Americans have not forgotten that im- 


perial Germany, in 1914, when her armies 
moved against France and Russia, was de- 
manding her "place in the sun" just as 
she :s demanding it now; although she 
then had a great, profitable foreign trade 
and undisputed possession of her colonies. 
If she now professes to believe that what 
she then forfeited will make her pros- 
perous again, Great Britain and France 
may doubt her sincerity now as they did 
before. 


Nevertheless if Hitler will pledge peace 


in return for such restoration, the custo- 
dians of those colonies will do well to re- 
store them. 
It would be a profitable 


bargain. 
If Germany later broke the 


pledge, she would no longer have any such 
excuse for a new attack on her neighbors. 


AMERICAN DOGS 


Dog lovers and patriots in this coun- 


try will find satisfaction in the results 
of the latest Westminster Kennel Club 
Show. 
An American dog was judged 


best of the 3,093 entries, the first such 
victor since 1925. 


In the past, anyone who has hoped to 


take top prize in that famous show has 
gone abroad, usually to England, to search 
for the perfect candidate. Time and mon- 
ey and judgment were required, too, but 
it;wasn't considered worth while to spend 


them searching on this side of the At- 
lantic. 


Such an event as this should not be 


stressed 
too much, however. Success 


moves 
about. 
England, or some other 


country, may have the best dog again in 
future shows. It is probably more im- 
portant, anyhow, that dogs kept for com- 
panionship should be well treated, and 
that every small boy who needs a dog 
pal should have one.

But 
Senator Duffy has risen to the occasion, 
and has promised the solons a meal on 
Wisconsin cheese in the near future. 


Cheese, in fact, provided one of the

It 
may be just part of the general dilly- 
dallying but Senator Vandenberg seized 
the occasion to get in a telling pre-election 
quip.

recent years. 


FOOLISH RIOT 


The cause of democracy is not well 


served by free-for-all fights that break 
up meetings, no matter who is holding 
the meeting or who starts the fighting. A 
recent example was the riot that ended a 
German-American Bund meeting in Buf- 
falo. 


The gathering had been planned for 


members only, but American Legionnaires 
and other anti-BunJ observers attended. 
The speaker of the day referred to them 
as "guests" and proceeded with the pro- 
gram. 


It is easy to understand the annoy- 


ance of many in the hall at the presence 
of brown shirt uniforms and a Swastika 
flag on the platform alongside the Stars 
and Stripes. But it was announced that 
questions from the floor would be per- 
mitted after the speech-making, a fair 
enough provision for a lively interchange 
of words and opinions. According to re- 
ports, the War Veterans did not start the 
trouble, but participated vigorously once 
it was begun. Police tossed out fighters 
with fine impartiality, upholding Ameri- 
can freedom of assembly and speech in 
the only way that seemed to work when 
physical encounters had replaced verbal 
thrusts. 


It all seems rather childish. 
Adults 


assembled in a public hall should be able 
to stand up for their opinions and express 
their patriotism without resort to force. 
Full and accurate reporting of such a 
meeting would expose un-American atti- 
tudes and aims more effectively 
than 


nose-punching. 


EMPTY RUSSIAN HOMES 


Americans visiting Russia often ex- 


press surprise that the people seem to be 
so little at home and do so much of their 
living in public. 
The streets arc always 


full of people idling or going somewhere. 
They spend a great deal of time in the 
parks and love open-air sports and games, 
which they have only learned to play 
since their recent emergence from serf- 
dom. They crowd into the libraries. They 
spend far more time than is necessary in 
offices, shops and factories. 


Such behavior is explained 
by 
an 


American, who has lived in Russia for 
years, as a result of temperament. 
The 


Russians arc sociable rather than individ- 
ualistic, and tend naturally to live socially 
and communally. 


This makes it easier to understand why 


Russia should have yielded so easily to 
Communism, where as a nation like the 
English, French, American of Scandin- 
avian, being more individualistic, is nat- 
urally inclined to democracy. 


There may be another factor, though. 


The Russians may be away from home so 
much because their homes arc so small, 
cheerless and primitive. 
With improved 


living conditions they might develop home 
life as we have done.

The newest raid on the 
government for a redefinition ot 
whisky comes from those opera- 
tors—the largest are in Illinois— 
which wish to age their whisky in 
old barrels.

Under present 
regulations 
no 


whisky made in the United States 
can lay claim to any aging what- 
ever unless it has aged in new 
charred-oak barrels. 
The charred 


interior of the barrel, fresh from 
the burning, is reputed to give » 
special tang to whisky and to neu- 
tralize certain deleterious extracts 
which sizzle over from the distill- 
ing pots. 


Special Process Claimed 


U. S. Whisky aged in old bar- 


rels must be branded "aged less 
than one month." no matter how 
Ions it has been exposed to the 
second-hand charcoal in old barrels. 


But now comes a distilling com- 


pany which insists that by a'spe- 
cii.1 distilling process the barrel 
which has made one batch of whis- 
ky can be used to make another. 
To old line whisky makers this is 
raik heresy. They insist that once 
ihe charred interior of a barrel has 
been used in the aging process the 
barrel is no good except for fire- 
\vcod. 


These old line distillers produce 


about 97 per cent of the Uniteu 
States output. They say that any 
liquor which is aged in used bar- 
rels in not truly whisky and ought 
not t<> be permitted 
to 
compete 


with whisky aged and mellowed in 
new barrels.

notwithstanding that some people 
think it has out-served its time and 
want to grab another book, Justice 
Martin declared. 


Thc jurist told his^ audience that 


over 400 hours was spent on debate 
by those 55 delegates at that meet- 
ing 150 years ago and, he stated, it 
means that every word, every sen- 
tence, every section, that 
finally 


found its way into thc constitution 
was weighed accurately and with 
certainity. 


"It's a simple document, this su- 


preme law of the land, originally 
containing 4,000 words, now con- 
taining 7,000 with the amendments," 
said Judge Martin. "It is the one 
law over and above all other laws 
whether made in Menasha, Madison. 
or Washington. No power in any 
lawmaking body or in any court 
can change that law. I believe that 
the hand and guidance of divine 
providence was back of these men. 
back of the brains of these men who 
devised that document. In formu- 
lating that constitution, the dele- 
gates in that convention, fearful of 
recurrence of what history recorded 
in older nations of Europe, afraid 
of too much centralized power, said 
•we need a federal government if 
we are to hold the states together 
but we also must allow states to re- 
tain individual independence and 
sovereignty.' 


People Control It 


"When I said that it is a docu- 


ment made by the people, I meant 
that after it was worked out and 
signed by the committee, it was pro- 
posed to submit it to each state and 
to the people for approval and 
ratification. The constitution can- 
not be changed by any law-making 
bcdy, any president of any court, 
only by the people themselves." 


33 Justice Martin then explained the 
35 procedure of presenting'an amend- 
36 ment to the constitution and con- 
37 tinued to say that if congress does 
38 not see fit to act on a possible 
39 amendment by itself, an application 
40 from two-thirds of the people in 
41 the state for a proposal to amend 
44 the constitution is made, it becomes 
45 the duty of congress to call const i- 
47 tutional conventions for the purpose 
50 of voting as was done in the repeal 


of the eighteenth amendment. 


Another evidence of the com- 


pleteness of the work of those men 
who wrote that document which is 
the constitution of the United States 
the jurist pointed out, is that in 
the last 150 years, only 21 amend- 
ments have been added to the con- 
stitution. In fact, there are not 21 
because the first 10, while designed 
as amendments, are known as the 
bill of rights. 
That reduces the 


number of amendments to 11 con- 
tended the speaker, and two of that 
number deal with prohibition, one 
to put it in and another to take 
it out. 


In discussing the bill of rights 


Judge Martin declared that therein 
is one right which the delegates 
made up their mind would be a 
'hands off principle, that Americans 
had the right to worship at what- 
ever alter their conscience dicta- 
ted, and that thc federal or state 
government had no right to inter- 
fere. 


Right of Worship Vital 


"If ever there was a time when 


the right of worship was sacred, 
it is today, for there is onty one 
place in the world where the right 
is absoluteley guaranteed and that 
is in countries under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Stars and Stripes," Jus- 
tice Martin said. 


Thc speaker explained the check 


and balance system of government 
provided in the constitution de- 
claring that the judiciary has the 
final check and it has been having 
trouble ever since that power was 
given it. It will continue to have 
trouble as long as human nature is 
human nature and as long as we 
have such wisdom in our law-mak- 
ing bodies, he said.

Mr. Tunney's 
statement of policy on accepting his high office declares that the distiller 
must keep a closer check on his product between, the time it leaves the 
plant and the time it vanished into the ultimate con- 
sumer, or between the vat and the tank. He says, fur- 
ther, that there should be no disposition on the part 
of the distiller to encourage the consumption of spirits 
by the youth of the country either through lack of 
control or through irresponsible advertising. 


Galesburg is a college town, with seven saloons on 


the town square alone, six of them within a stretch 
of about one hundred yards and all of them on prop- 
erty which formerly belonged to Knox college. The 
conveyance by which the land passed into other own- 
ership a long time ago contained a stipulation that it 
should never be used in any phase of the industry

Henry Hughes of Oshkosh.

sin. 


It has become a political habit of 


the American people to look upon 
the judicial department of the state 
government as comparatively free 
from the emotional influences that 
exert pressure on the other two de- 
partments of government, he said. 
Every legislative body is more or 
less under the influence of mob 
psychology, and of the great vol- 
ume of letters and telegrams that 
almost submerge law makc:s by 
persons or organizations who feel 
that their personal interests may 
be improved by the passing or the 
defeating of certain proposed laws. 
Cool, careful, long view legislation 
is difficult to secure tody unde_r the 
usual legislative procedure influ- 
enced as it is by powerful lobbies 
which work overtime for the wel- 
fare of powerful interests. Judge 
Hughes declared. 
" There is little danger of dictators 
securing any permanent power in 
cither state or national govern- 
ment. The fate of Huey Lpn2 is a 
case in point, though Americans do 
not approve the manner of Hucy's 
overthrow, the speaker 
asserted. 


Judges are human, and courts will 
make errors. It is. however, an en- 
couraging fact that the history of 
American courts shows that mis- 
marriage of justice has been almost 
entirely 
chargeable 
to errors of 


Judgment rather than to any per- 
sonal or concerted attempts to go 
beyond the law and the evidence, 
the speaker said.

States in 1938, and for the cause of 
putting men back to work, has been 
the recent focusing of national at- 
tention 
upon the 
importance of 


stimulating activity in residential 
construction, according to Dan Con- 
sidine. of 1911 N. Oneida St.. Ap- 
pleton. local representative of The 
Ruberoid Co.. national manufactur- 
ers of asphalt and asbestos building 
products, after attending the annual 
divisional meeting of the company 
at Chicago. 


"Of most immediate importance 


to home owners as well as to the 
building industry. "Mr. Considine 
said, "is the proposal, now pending! 
in Congress, to reinstate the sec- j 
tion of the original National Hous- j 
ing Act providing for insured, char- 
acter loans to home owners, in lim- 
ited amounts and on easy credit 
terms, for repair and moderniza- 
tion purposes. That there is a 'huge, 
potential demand for 
moderniza- 


tion and improvements on run- 
down residential property is evi- 


dent on every hand. On-the basis 
of experience in 1935 and 1936.
